That caused a whole chain of other ad- 
ministrative moves, as Supt. Kenneth R. 
Seifert had announced to the staff at a 
meeting Monday afternoon. 

_ West Elementary Principal Eugene 

Frulla will become principal of East Jr. 
High; Jack Coyle will move from Bancroft 
to West Elementary; and Lois Haslam, 
““. principal of the soon-to-be-closed Doherty 
School, will take over at Bancroft. 

Jack Woodward at South and Joseph 
Normandy at Sanborn will trade places, 
while three will stay put: Philip 
Wormwood at Andover High, William 
Hart at West Jr. High and Isabel Dobbie at 
Shawsheen. 

Seifert also announced that in order for 
McGrail to move parttime into coor- 
dinating duties now, the other elementary 
principals will take on system-wide 
‘“‘resource’’ responsibilities in various 
areas of expertise. 

Dobbie will concentrate on budget and 
transportation; Coyle on home-school 
communications; Normandy on buildings 
and grounds; Woodward on elementary 
schooLstudy skills and Haslam on growth 
and development. 

Seifert said he welcomed the chance to 
use the management team concept in the 
schools.

McCracken’s Liquors in Shawsheen 
Square, had its packaged goods store 


. license suspended for three days, Feb. 21- 


23, for selling liquor to a minor, by 
selectmen, sitting as the license commis- 
sion Monday night. 

The action followed a hearing held on 
the complaint, by the board, on Jan. 28. 


The three-day suspension was voted on 
recommendation of Town Manager Jared 
S. A. Clark, who advised the board that the 
owners of the store had made honest 
attempts to control the sale of liquor to 
minors, based on evidence presented at 
the Jan. 28 hearing and on testimony of 
local police. 

At the Jan. 28 hearing Patrolman John 
Milne testified that he had stopped a youth 
coming out of McCracken’s on Dec. 26. 


Milne said he had talked with William 
McCormick, a clerk in the store, who said 
he had sold some six-packs to the youth 
earlier, but had refused to sell to him on 
his second visit based on a policy of the 
store. McCormick later said that policy 
was based on the possibility that persons 
were selling to minors in the adjoining 
parking lot. 

McCormick said at the time that he may 
have either miscalculated the date on the 
ID presented him, or it could have been 
another, or phony ID. = 

Monday night, selectmen were informed. 
by Atty. Joseph Monteforte, counsel for 


Collins, prosecutor, that the clerk did not 
issue the complaint in view of clerk, 
McCormack being cited with the record, 
rather than the store itself. 

Johnson also told the board that the 
police had recieved no complaints concer- 
ning operations at McCracken’s, and 
agreed that they had the policy of not ser- 
ving a person appearing at the store twice 
within a short period of time. He also said 
that the department had been called by 
McCracken’s from time to time to get rid 


of youths in the parking lot attempting to 


get people to procure liquor for-them. 


Town Manager Clark told the board that . 


the three day suspension, would probably 
result in a loss of some $6,000 to $7,000, 
based on a rough estimate of the type of 
operation and inventory held by the store. 

Selectman Lawrence Sullivan said that 
the board’s decision was apart from the 
court’s findings, adding ‘‘we have an 
obligation to protect other citizens in the 
town from possibly being run down by 
some youth under the influence.

revocation. 

When counsel for McCracken pointed

Hampers of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue had good 
news today for 
Massachusetts taxpayers 
who filed their income tax 
returns early. 

She announced 51,249 re- 
fund checks totaling $920,- 
840 have been mailed, es- 
tablishing another ‘‘first”’ 
in the new-look agency she 
took over as commissioner 
a year ago. 

“This is the largest 
number and dollar amount 
of refunds ever sent out 
this early in the yearly fil- 
ing period,’’ she said. 

While praising people 
who filed early returns, 
Hampers also handed out 
kudos to her department’s 
personnel and their ef- 
ficiency of operation in 
utilizing to the fullest 
resources available to 
them, including computer 
capability. 

Deputy Commissioner 
George Osganian, who 
heads the Division of 
Processing, said the Data 
Services Bureau under 
Chief A. Phyllis 
O’Halloran, will be mailing 
out an average of 100,000- 
plus refunds weekly 
through June. 

By June 30, it is expected 
that some 1.9 million 
refunds will have been 
issued for a total of $200 
million. 

The Department mailed 
out 2.25 million income tax 
forms in December. 

-Of the 51,249 refunds, 
Hampers said the tax- 
payers not only filed early, 
but their returns were free 
of errors. ‘‘This is an ab- 
solute requirement for peo- 
ple expecting early refund 
checks,’’ she said. 

‘‘Remember, early filers 
get early refunds,’ she 
said for the benefit of peo- 
ple who have not yet filed.

Rose Glen Dairy on Andover Street was 
finally granted a common victualler’s 
license by selectmen sitting as the license 
commission Monday night. 

The issue, before the board for the past 
month as clarification of the need for such 
a license to be sought, was approved on a 
three-two vote. Selectmen Susan T. Poore 
and Norma Gammon opposed the 
issuance, based on the concern about ex- 
pansion of the dairy bar business. 

Need for the license was determined by 
the building inspector who informed the 
owner, Doug Adams that since food was 
consumed on the premises, the license 
was necessary. Town Counsel Alfred S. 
Daniel concurred in the finding. 


The dairy bar has been in operation 
since 1971 under a permit granted by the 
zoning board of appeals at that time. 

Selectmen Poore and Gammon were 
concerned about tables and chairs in the 
operation of the business, in view of past 
business there being confined to the ser- 
ving of ice cream and such products only. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark in- 
formed the board that he had discussed 
the matter along with the zoning board 
decisions last Friday and that Adams 
agreed that there was no expansion of the 
business into a full-scale restaurant con- 
templated. 

Clark suggested the board grant the vic- 
tualler’s license based on conditions that 
include continued operation of the 
business as principally a dairy bar, with 
no fried foods, or fast foods permitted, the 
present three tables and nine chairs not be 
expanded, and any other expansion would 
have to be placed before the zoning board 
of appeals and selectmen for approval. 

Adams would be allowed to continue to 
bake cakes and pies which would be part 
of the ice cream, or confection, operation 
of the present business and ‘‘breakfast 
foods,’’ such as doughnuts. 

Adams assured the board that he had no 
plans to expand the business beyond its 
present scope. 

Mrs. Gammon expressed concern about 
the tables and chairs in the operation 
there, noting they were not part of the 
original business. Mrs. Poore said she felt 
that concern should be addressed, along 
with suggesting that in the granting of the 
license a condition be placed that any 
other contemplated use of the facility 
would cause reconsideration of the 
license. 
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Selectman James Abramson said that are being tested for fuel by the Army. 
lhe did not feel the businessman should be 
penalized, ‘‘because we just woke up,”’ ae 
noting that the business had never had a o' 
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Sullivan and Chairman Edward M. Harris 
approved the granting of the license.

classroom and go directly to ‘‘that giant 
textbook known as the laminated sheet 
cart’”’ and take up where he left off. 

“There are very, very few, school 
systems in the U. S. where that can 
happen,’’ Seifert said. 

Seifert maintained that many systems 
have had a full-time building coordinator 
from the beginning of a project. While An- 
dover has ‘‘gotten along satisfactorily’’ so 
far, he said there’s a considerable amount 
of work to be done between now and April 
Town Meeting. And without a coordinator, 
‘‘we won't have a reasonable redistricting 
plan.”’ 

He said redistricting isn’t simply a 
matter of bus routes and that in fact, 
transportation is one of the smaller issues. 
There’s also one school full of furniture, 
he said, and five other schools with 
various needs in that department.

While there will be several items of a 
varying nature to command the attention 
of voters at the annual town meeting this 
year, the general theme could well be 
school-oriented. 

Action on bonding funds for new school 
construction and renovation will be the 
featured item on the agenda, no doubt, but 


#: there are some other school items which 
~ have been inserted in the warrant for con- 


sideration. 

Selectmen this week approved placing in 
the warrant, at the request of the school 
committee, an item asking form $425,000 
for repairs to school buildings. 

Included in the scope of the article are 
repairs to roofs of three schools, Bancroft, 
$62,000; West Elementary, $260,000 and 
Shawsheen, $65,500, along with $37,50C for 
new floorcovering in several school 
buildings. 

The town will also be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to act on an advisory question with 
regard to town-school building 
maintenance. 

Residents will be asked to advise if they 
would desire the administration to work 
toward a centralized staff for 
maintenance of town and school proper- 
ties. This has been before the voters in the 
past and agreed upon. After considerable 
discussion several years ago, a building 
maintenance supervisor was found to be 
more in need by the school department, 
thus the position has been specialized in 
that area. 

Accepted this week, for insertion in the 
warrant by the town clerk, was a private 


article dealing with the Bancroft school. 


Russell G. Doyle was ordered by Essex 
County Probate Judge Haskell C. Freed- 
man, to sign a deed conveying 31 acres of 
land off River Road to Patricia Doyle 
Wednesday morning. 

The order handed down by Judge Freed- 
man followed a hearing held in Probate 
Court, Lawrence on Tuesday, asking that 
Russell G. Doyle be found in contempt for 
not having conveyed the property to 
Patricia in a probate court agreement 
handed down in Sept. 7, 1979. 


The court order filed Wednesday, re- 
quires Russell Doyle to sign the deed 
within two days, or be subject to being 
found in contempt. 

The land conveyance, with easements, 
is involved in the planned purchase and 
development by Wang Laboratories off 
River Road. 

Wang has extended its purchase and 
sales agreement to obtain over 100 acres 
in all for construction of a new $10 million 
plant to employ up to 2,000 people over the 
next three to five years. Officials of the 
company indicated that if the deed and ac- 
companying legal problems were not 
resolved by the Feb. 8 deadline, there 
probably would be a further extension. 

A 43-acre tract of land is involved in the 
legal proceedings.

Donald Coleman of High Street sub- 
mitted an article asking the town to sell 
the Bancroft to private interests and use 
the funds toward construction of a new 
junior high building in the center of town. 

Reviewing warrant items this week, 
selectmen agreed to place before the 
voters an $8,000 appropriation for repair of 
the bandstand in The Park. 

The facility, used for concerts in the 
summer and also for activities conducted 
by the department of community services, 
has been a constant target of vandalism. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark told 
the board this week that the matter should 
be placed before the meeting and if funds 
are not provided, probably the structure 
should be torn down. 

Selectman James Abramson offered 
that providing funds for such a project 
may be foolhardy in view of vandals retur- 
ning to the scene after the improvements 
and repairs were made.

Doyle Ordered 
To Sign Deed 


The deed had not been conveyed and 
some restrictions were placed by Russell 
prior to the filing of the contempt com- 
plaint by attorneys for Patricia on Jan. 16. 

The deed ordered to be signed by the 
court on Wednesday, conveys the land to 
Patricia from Russell, with easements to 
gain access to the 31.930 acres, to main- 
tain roadways, install and maintain 
utilities. 

It is anticipated that this would remove 
legal obstacles to the exercising of the 
purchase and sales agreement by Wang 
for the total parcel.

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Getting The Agenda On Course 


It would appear that the setting of the annual town 
‘meeting agenda is on a proper course, with, of course, 
the school construction issue the center of attention. 

A 60-item warrant will probably be established once 
all the articles are in and the warrant formally closed, 


an action anticipated next Monday night by the 


selectmen. 

School construction issues have been paramount in 
consideration for the past couple of years. Now, with 
some definite decisions made, such as a school closoing, 
establishing the grade alignment, and other matters, 
we can view a sort of movement toward placing the 
matter of financing some new school construction 
before the voters in April. 

Coupled with that will be some other items, relating 
to the school issue, and on which Andover voters will be 
able to make some far-reaching decisions. 

For instance, voters will be asked to give the town- 
school administration some advice on what they wish to 
have done with the East Junior High building. 

It has been determined that the structure would be 
feasible for conversion to central school-town office 
facilities. 

Too, in the planning of the conversion of the Doherty 
school to a junior high building, incorporation of the 
present Memorial Auditorium could provide some 
savings in the total construction package. 

There is considerable emotional feeling among some 
in Andover regarding the East structure — or former 
Punchard High building. In April, it can be anticipated 
that those feelings will be transmitted into the form of 
positive consideration for retention of the structure. 

Whatever the decision, it is one of several to be made 
which will have a definite effect on Andover’s future, 


and what the townspeople wish to do about their tax 
rate. 

Others include an advisory question on whether the 
town is desirous of creation of a centralized town- 
school, building maintenance department, an item 
debated from time to time in the past, and now placed 
up for consideration again. 

Also due for consideration is an item requesting $425,- 


000 for roof repairs and other improvements to school . 


buildings. This is in response to the need to attend to 
proper maintenance of the school’s physical plant, often 
the sacrificial item at budget time, but which ultimate- 
ly has to be faced — often on costlier terms. 

Aside from school issues, the warrant will contain a 
number of items for which money will be required. A 
year ago, faced with tax cap legislation and an effort to 
stay within guidelines, financial considerations were 
kept to a minimum. | 

Items deferred a year ago, are back in the agenda, 
along with a number of other considerations. The town 
administration is placing before the town the option of 
doing some things which could be considered frills, or 
putting aside such items as $8,000 to repair the bands- 
tand in the park. : 

Thus, it seems, as we view the warrant being put 
together and reaching the final stages next week, An- 
dover residents will be acting on more than just a school 
construction matter, it will be carving its own future 
course, as well as its rax rate destiny, when the meeting 
convenes in April. 

It will be an agenda worthy of the attendance an- 
ticipated by the decision this week to utilize Case 
Memorial Cage at Phillips Academy in order to ac- 
comodate as many as possible.

reece. The Olympic flame 
symbolizing peace and 
sportsmanship among ama- 
teur athletes died centuries 
later when the Romans 
ruled the world and their 
emperors fouled the ideals 
with crass corruption and 
political self-aggrandize- 
ment. For instance, the 
tyrant Nero won laurels in 
the chariot race by fixing 
the event. 

The Olympic Games were 
reborn early this century in 
the hope of rekindling the 
original spirit of friendly 
competition among nations. 
The quadrennial sports spec- 
taculars wereinterrupted by 
two world wars but survived 
to bring together athletes 
from around the globe. 

The flame of the Olympics 
is now in danger of being 
snuffed out at the hands of 
the rulers of the Kremlin 
who were awarded the torch 
to conduct the games in 
Moscow this summer by the 
sports czars of the Interna- 
tional Olympics Committee.

WHISTLE-BLOWER 
BLUES: Whatever our 
young athletes sacrifice to 
protest the Soviet Afghani- 
Stan aggression, a middle- 
aged Commerce Depart- 
ment official has already 
paid for trying to warn that 
we were foolishly gullible in 
dealing with the Kremlin. 

We wrote last July that 
Larry Brady was coura- 
geous and far-sighted 
enough to tell a secret con- 
gressional committee hear- 
ing that the Carter adminis- 
tration was foolish in 
approving the sale of com- 
puters and other technology 
that could be useful to the 
Russian military machine. 

Upon learning of his 
forthright testimony in 
opposition to the administra- 
tion’s line, Brady’s superiors 
issued a reprimand, demot- 
ed him to another job and 
told him to stop talking to 
congressmen.

The Carter administration 
hastily second-guessed itself 
and the president blocked 
further shipment of spare 
computer parts to Russia. 


The hindsight did Brady 
little good. After being hec- 
tored and made a pariah for 
his whistleblowing, eal 
Brady resigned last wee 
from his government job. 


SOVIET SHIPS 
BARRED? The Soviets are 
still vulnerable to another 
economic twist of the screw 
if Jimmy Carter decides to 
use it. The Russians could be 
denied use of U.S. ports by 
their highly profitable mer- 
chant marine fleet. Their 
tankers and freighters are 
reaping hundreds of millions 
of dollars by carrying goods 
from this country to over- 
seas buyers. Only 15 percent 
of the Red fleet’s cargo is 
intended for consumption by 
the Soviet ple. The rest 
nets the Kremlin’s bank 
account hard cash or vitally 
needed goods from other 


nations. 


Rep. John Murphy, D- 
N.Y., as head of the House 
Merchant Marine and Fish- 
eries Committee, is urging 
the White House to bar all 
Soviet ships from U.S. ports. 
American longshoremen on 
the East and Gulf Coasts 
have already refused to load 
or unload Soviet vessels. 
Their fellow dockworkers on 
the West Coast have been 
more reluctant to boycott 
the Red ships.

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Their Course Was Already Charted 


This is Simpson’s first full year as a 


School Chairman Elaine Viehmann said. 


Some 25 Andover High pupils began a 
new course on Southeast Asia last week — 
without knowing whether they’d get any 
credit for it. 

But their efforts to establish the course, 
fund it and find a teacher were rewarded 
Tuesday night, when they got unanimous 
School Committee approval. 

Sally Breckinridge of the Student Ad- 
visory Council, said a group of students 
had felt the need to broaden their 
knowledge of world cultures, but there 
was no meaningful study of Southeast Asia 
in the Andover High curriculum. 

‘Considering the present world 
situation,’’ said their proposal, ‘‘these 
students feel it is imperative to expand 
their knowledge beyond the provincial 
limitations set by our school system. Par- 
ticularly, there is a need for a course dis- 
cussing Western Society’s involvement in 
Indochina during the post-Colonial 
period.”’ 

Sally said the students had discovered 
there were funds for the necessary course 
materials in the present social studies 
budget, and that the salary for a teacher 
was available because of a current 
teacher vacancy in the industrial arts 
department. 

She said they had also found a teacher — 
Craig Simpson. 

Simpson thanked the committee after it 
gave its go-ahead, and then noted that the 
students had already been coming for a 
week. 

‘But we haven’t been paying you,”

That didn’t matter, Simpson replied; 
what did was that the students could now 
have books for the course. 

Simpson said yesterday that the ‘‘super 
part’’ of getting ‘“‘Southeast Asia: A World 
View’’ off the ground was that ‘I had 
nothing to do about it.”’ 

He said it was entirely the students’ 
project: a group of kids got together and 
found out what had to be done to get a 
course. They knew Simpson had been an 
Asian studies major in college and that he 
was on the payroll only four-fifths time, so 
they found out when he had a free period 
and went through the proper channelsto 
schedule the course for that time slot. 

“They were very well organized and 
very persistent,’’ Simpson said. 

Though they felt ‘‘pretty confident”’ that 
the course would be approved, Simpson 
said some students had to go ahead and fill 
up the time with another course, because 
they had to have the credits to graduate.
